-MARION,. Ohio, Sept. 12.—The front 
porch campaign enters its. final two 
weeks with Senator Harding and_ his 
advisers confident ‘that results have 
shown the wisdom of the Senator in re- 
maining at home. and avoiding factional 
disputes of Republican primary contests. 

By remaining in: Marion, it ‘is pointed 
out, Senator Harding. has been able to 
confer with’ members .of all groups of 
the Republican Party, to..do much to 
heal the progressive breach and to get 
all factions together, which his advisers 
iold would have been impossible had -he 
gone on a speaking tour if; the ‘early 
Summer. 

Now, with the primaries over, the Re- 
publican thanagers propose '' to sell the 
Harding personality to the country.” 
and utilize his services;in their ¢ffort+ 
te retain Republican control of the Sen- 
ate. Announcement already has been 
made that the Senator will visit- several 
large cities after the close of ‘the. front- 
porch campaign Sept. 25. The. Senator 
is understood to be planning to ‘visit 
all States. where there are Genatorial 
elections. ‘These are Missourl, -Okla- 
homa, Colorado, Utah; Nevada, -Ca-ifor- 
nia, Oregon, North and South Dakota 
and Wisconsin.

“LONDON, Sept. 12.—A bulletin issued 
early this evening by the Gaelic League 
announced that Lord Mayor MacSwiney 
of Cork, ‘who is on a hunger strike in 
Brixon Jai!, was much worse and that 
he was in very great pain. _ 

The bulletin issued at.noon said Mr. 
MacSwiney had passed a slightly better 
night, during which he had a little 
sleep. He was described as still being 
in a state of extreme exhaustion, but 
conscious. At 2 o’clock this afternoon 
it was announced that the patient had 
taken a turn for the worse. 

Father Dominic paid his usual visit 
to the prisoner during the day. 

Mrs. MacSwiney, when she left Brix- 
ton Prison early this evening after 
visiting her husband, 
spondents that the Lord Mayor's con- 
dition was practically. unchanged since 
the afternoon and that he was still suf- 
fering seyere pains. 

“Members of the family were at the 
bedside all day, and a number of 
visitors from Cork called at the prison, 
but only a few were admitted. 

Mrs. F. Sheehy Skeffington, whose 
-husband was executed at Dublin in 1016, 
talked with some of the relatives within 
the. prigon,; but did net see the cere 
Mayor. -. = 
Ten thousand persons participated in 
demonstration in Glasgow this after- 
n in protest against MacSwiney's 
imprisonmént.

Move to Free Cork Prisoners. 
CORK, Sept. 12 (Associated Press).— 
Harold Barry, former High Sheriff of 
Cork, who has been striving to save the 
lives of some of the hunger strikers 
here, received a message from the Irish 
Office, London, late today asking him to 
meet immediately with the heads of po- 
lice in. Cork for the purpose of review- 
ing the Government's. case against Sean 
Hennessy and Joseph Murphy, the lat- 
ter claiming American citizenship, and 
any others in connection with new evi- 

dence which may be produced, 
_ Barry is now scouring the city for a 
young friend of Hennessy who has. as- 
serted that he can prove a complete 
alibi for the dying hunger striker. Barry 
says he hopes to secure the release of 
several other prisoners tonight if wit- 
nesses are found. 

ichael: Hennessy, brotker of Sean 
Hennessy, showed The Associated Press 
@ slip of paper today, apparently made 
on a multigraph machine, which he said 
he had taken from a lamp post on -a 
}street leading to the jail early this morn- 
Hing. The. paper reads: 

**In some districts loyalists and mem- 
bers of his Majesty’s forces have read 
notices threatening the destruction of 
their houses in certain eventualities. 
Under these circumstances it has been 
decided that for every loyalist house so 
destroyed the house of a Republican 
leader will be similarly dealt with. It 
is naturally to be hoped that the neces- 
sity for such reprisals will not arise, 
‘and therefore this warning of punish- 
"ment which will follow any destruction 
of loyalist houses is being widely cir- 
culated.’’ 

According to young Hennessy, similar 
warnings were posted -during the early 
morning in various parts of Cork on 
lampposts, signboards and dead walls.

MILAN, Sept. 12.—After Friday's all- 
night sitting and the subsequent meet- 
ings up till midnight Saturday, the Na- 
tional Labor Convention has come to 
the conclusion that a historic moment 
has been reached. When the movement 
initiated by the metal workers is assum- 
ing magnitude and importance in other 
branches of industry, such as no longer 
permit of a return to the traditional re- 
lations between employers and employes, 
the convention has decided that the im- 
mediate struggle shall be .confined to 
the metal workers, who are orderéd to 
resist with all the force at their com- 
mand in the positions they have .con- 
quered. 

Under strict obedience to instructions

Youths Find Overturned Auto, 


Half way to the tracks they came 
upon the upturned car. Not. a sound 
came from beneath ft and at first they 
thought whoever had ridden in it must 
have been thrown clear. A lightning 
flash showed them the ground about 
was bafe and set them tugging and 
straining, heedless of the pouring rain, 
to lift the heavy auto. 

By a mighty effort they managed to 
lift the twisted, battered, broken car to 
its side. Underneath lay the eight, 
> huddled closely together, shattered glass 
and a litter of broken stuff scattered 
among them. Not a sound or even the 
most feeble motion came from one of 
them. If any except young Francis, 
who was unconscious, had survived long 
enough .to struggle vainly, even for ‘sec- 
onds, that struggle was done.

He may or may not have known that 
of the family of five he was the only 
one who remained alive.

The in- 
quést, which Coroner Engle will hold 
soon, can be but a matter of form, and 
it was thought useless to question him. 

Long before daylight the bodies were 
taken to Baker’s mortuary chapel in 
Hastings. News of the accident spread 
rapidly and the crowds divided their 
curiosity. between the wrecked car and 
the.morgue, hundreds of motorists veer- 
ing from their courses to drive down 
Dock Hill and look gloomily at the 
wreckage. 

jAs soon as Coroner Engle was ap- 
prised of the nature of the. accident he 
Gave permission for the removal of 
the bodies and they were taken to the 
undertaking rooms of P. C. Murphy, 
343 East Fordham Road. Dr. Edward P. 
Higgins of 473 East 145th Street, a 
brother-in-law of Dr. McGuire, accom- 
panied them, where another morbid 
crowd gathered last night. From there 
the bodfes of the Howleys and the Mc- 
Gutres will be taken to the McGuire 
home, where they will remain until 
Wednesday morning, when there will be 
two solemn requiem masses at the 
Chureh of Our Lady of Mercy, that for 
the Howleys at 10:30 o’clock and that 
for the McGuires at 11. Interment will 
be in St. Raymond’s Cemetery, West- 
chester.

Complaint That “‘ Per Soldier Day” 
-Expenditure of U. 8. Exceeded 
France’s Is Derided. 


Misrepresentation and omissions of im- 
portant information bearing on vital is- 
sues characterize the Republican. Cam- 
paign Textbook, according to a state- 
ment issued yesterday by the Demo- 
cratic National Committee. Among the 
omissions specified is the covenant of 
the League of Nations, which does not 
appear in the Republican Campaign 
Textbook, it is stated, but which is 
printed in full in the Democratic Cam- 
paign Textbook. At Democratic Na- 
tional headquarters it was said that the 
demand for copies of the covenant had 
been vefy large and that a great num- 
ber had been sent out, particularly to 
the Middle West. 

In charging the Republican Textbook 
with misrepresentation, the statement 
said that the Republican Textbook in 
deploring the expense of the war, has 
this complaint: ‘‘The per soldier day 
expenditures for the United States, it

France.’” 

‘‘The fact is,’’ the statement continues, 
“that the French soldier got five cents 
a day, while the Yank drew one dollar 
a day up, twenty times what his French 
comrade received; but no doughboy who 
campaigned with the ‘poilus’ and saw 
what they ate and wore is going to be 
incensed at the American Government 
for ‘wasting’ money on his clothes and 
‘chow’.”’

State’s Fighters at Army Posts 
Here and Abroad to Share 
* . 4 
in Coming Election. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 13.—New York State 
soldiers tn the far ends of the earth, 
as well as those who may be scattered 
among the many posts in thia country, 
will have their “say” in this Fall’s 
election. Secretary of State Francis M. 
Hugo has already started preparations 
which wiil enable the New Yorkers in 
the service to vote, not only for the 
head of the ticket, but for all other of- 
fices to be filled &t the coming electiori. 

The War Department has co-operated 
with Mr. Hugo and has just furnished 
him with a list of all the army posts, 
including those in Germany, Hawaii, 
Alaska, China, the Canal Zone and the 
Philippines. 

Mr. Hugo has already written to the 
commanding officers of these posts re- 
questing a list of New York State sol- 
diers, together with their home ad- 
dresses. Later on a specially prepared 
ballot will be sent to these men. Where 
there are ten or more men from New 
York State in one camp, a pollifig place 
will be established.. The voting among 
the men now stationed in Germany, how- 
ever, will be conducted entirely through 
the mails. 

The ballot which is being prepared for 
the soldiers will enable the men to ex- 
press their preference for every office 
to be filled. They can vote the straight 
ticket by simply marking the usual —" 
in a circle over the party’s emblem, or 
if a split ticket is desired, an “xX op- 
posite each candidate’s name. Blank 
spaces will also permit the writing tn/ of 
names. A booklet giving the list of all 
candidates for all offices will be sent 
along with the ballot. . 

On voting, the soldier will be com- 
pelled to swear to his ballot before the 
commanding officer, sealing the same 
and returning it to Mr. Hugo’s office. 
Voting among the soldiers will get under 
way twenty days before the regular elec- 
tion day.

IN ACCORD ABOUT SOVIET. 


Premier Emphasizes French and 
British “ Hands Off” Policy 
in the Adriatic.

AIX-LES-BAINS, Sept. 12.—With ‘a 
warm handshake and the conventional 
** Delighted to make your acquaint- 
ance,”’ Premier Millerand of France @nd 
Premier Giolitti of italy met each other 
for the first time here this morning and 
began at once the work of patching up 
all the differences and difficulties be- 
tween their two countries. 

Their conference is apparently to be 
very much of the nature of private con- 
versation in which they will seek more 
to understand each other’s point of view 
than to frame any policies. Above all, 
ft is an attempt by the two Premiers 
to promote harmonious feeling between 
their countries than there has been for 
some time past. 

Signor Giolitti arrived here last even- 
fing and M. Millerand reached town this 
morning about. breakfast time, fresh 
from his almost triumphal tour of the 
devastated regions, accupied Germany 
and Alsace-Lorraine. At 11 o’clock Sig- 
nor Giolitti paid his first visit to M. Mil- 
lerand at the Mirabeau Hotel. M. Mil- 
lerand met him in the hotel porch, and, 
after the greetings, he took the Italian 
by the arm and turned to face the 
photographers and movie men, saying: 
** Let us submit to the most indispensa- 
bie of our professional obligations.’’ 

It is not often that the French Pre- 
mier permits himself to indulge in such 
levity of speech, for his humor is dry 
as a Scotchman’s, and by all his fel- 
low-countrymen here his little joke has 
been seized upon as of good omen. 

The first meeting of the Premiers 
was entirely private. There was not 
even a secretary present, and, as Signor 
Giolitti speaks French fluently, there 
Was no need of a troublesome inter- 
preter. For an hour the two men 
talked over in general terms the many 
subjects which they are here to ven. 

“tilate, and emerged from their rose- 
colored salon obviously on good terms 
with each other. 

In temperament, political outlook and 
character the two Premiers are as op- 
posite as any two men who ever sat in 
conference at the same table. On all 
general questions of international poli- 
tics, such as their respective attitudes 
toward Russia, Poland and Germany, 
they have in the past differed em- 
phaticaily. Befween them there ig only 
one common ground, that both consider 
that sentimentally and from interest 
’ their countries should try to bridge the 
gulf that has of late been widening be- 
tween them. — 

At their second meeting:in the after- 
noon the Premiers, who'are both ac- 
compdnied here by Foreign Office spe- 
cialists and their Ambassador in each 
country, continued in more specific fash- 
fon to explain their points of view to 
each other.

Reasons for the Postponement. 


AIX-LES-BAINS, Sept. 12 (Associated 
Press).—The French and Italian Pre- 
miers, Alexandre Millerand and Giovan- 
ni Giolitti, held their long awaited con- 
ference here today. The most important 
decision reached by them seems to have 
been the postponement or definite aban- 
donment of the Geneva Conference. 

M. Millerand announced that “‘ this 
meeting was decided upon at Spa, but 
has not yet been held. It is impossible 
at the present time, even from a merely 
practical point of view, for it to take 

lace before the Brussels financial con- 
Ference fixed for, Sept. 24. 

‘On the other ‘hand,’ continued the 
announcement, ‘France and Belgium 
have shown the interest they would have 
in seeing the Reparations Commission 
resume Tts role in the study of these 
questions. Finally the Governments will 
have to consider what they, have to. do. 

. Sienor, ant tti offered no’ opposition 
to this policy.”’ . 

‘‘ We must end the war,’’ said Premier 
Millerand to The Associated Press repre- 
sentative at the conclusion of his after- 
noon conference with Premier Giolitti. 
“The war must be ended. That is why 
we have given Poland the counsel of 
moderation, which she seems disposed to 
follow.’’ 

Statement of Premier Millerand. 


At the conclusion of the first session, 
which lasted three hours, no official 
communication was issued, but the 
French Premier received in turn the 
Italian, British, American and French 
representatives of the press and said to 


them: \ 

‘“‘Our interviews have been most 
cordial and confident. Nat rey, ‘we 
have eed that an accord betwéen 
Italy, Great Britain and France is in- 
dispensable, not only in the interest of 
the three allied powers, but for the 
maintenance of world peace. 

“The Treaty of Versailles. must_ be 
enforced, as well as that of St. Ger- 
main and the others, because they 
constitute an entity, and one of them 
cannot fall without the others bein 
shaken. I am absolutely ih accord wi 
that point upon the formula accepted 
at Lucerne, Treaties must ‘be applied 
with moderation by the victors and with 
loyaity by the vanquished.

LABRIOLA’S CHICKENS. 

In spite of the understanding which 
exists between Italian workmen and 
the Soviets, it is probably a, mistake 
to attribute the lock-in in the metal 
industry wholly, or even mainly, to 
Russian inspiration and example. It 
has, in fact, a much more ominous 
origin. The entire program, so far as 
it has yet developed, was outlined by 
the Italian. Syndicalists fully fifteen 
years ago, and notably by ARTURO 
LABRIOLA—who is now, thanks: to the |. 
whirligig- of time, the Italian Minister 
of Labor. 

‘* The revolutionary method,” said 
LaBRIOLA in his ‘*‘ Reform and the 
Social Revolution,” ‘* consists in pre- 
‘* paring the working-class organiza- 
‘* tions to take control of the units of 
‘* industry, both manual and mana- 
‘* gerial, by means of the simultaneous 
‘* dissolution of all authority of State, 
‘* political party, &c., which les out- 
** side the workers’ organizations.’’ 
The program which he outlined gave 
a hew twist to the idea of the gen- 
eral strike. Instead of quitting: work 
and gaining possession ot the State by 
means of a “combination of starvation 
and bloodshed, heproposed that the 
Syndicalists lock the capitalists out 
and themselves in. With all means of 
production and distribution in their 
hands, and being ** prepared ”’ to take 
control of them, the Government 
would fall into their hands like a 
honey-ripe plum. Thus the program 
of the year 1905. ‘ 

y circumstances combine to 
make such a program more conceiv- 
able in Northern Italy than elsewhere. 
Working-class co-operative societies 
for production have been unusually 
successful. Without the aid of either 
capitalist or middleman, they not only 
market farm produce, but do extensive 
jobs in building and general construc- 
tion—masons, stonecutters, plasterers 
and common laborers ¢o-operating 
quite successfully. They payed the 
streets and built abattoirs at Parma; 
they laid the Reggio-Ciano railwayand 
too's a lease. of it for seventy years. 
In such operations they are financed 
by. people’s banks, private banks and 
friendly eties. They are on the 
best of terms with the farm popula- 
tion. They. also “have ‘friends in 
the lower middle class, many of whom 
are small capitalists, idle and eager 
to become reyolutioriary leaders. 

Notwithstanding all these advan- 
tages, however, jLABRIOLA foresaw a 
danger. He pointed out very -clearly 
that violence would not avail. unless 
those who employed it were able and 
ready to carry on the properties of 
which they possessed themselves. Re- 
volt cannot of itself make-a permanent 
change; it is necessary that those who 

violently seek to better their condi- 
tion upderstand the cause of their sub-

The National Industrial Conference 
Beard, 10 East Thirty-ninth Street, in 
an advance summary issued yesterday 
of a survey recently completed, shows 
that the. cost of lwipg of Am n 
wage-earners increased 104.5 per cent. 
between July, 1914, and July, 1920. This 
summary is based on the board’s most 
recent investigation of changes in the 
cost of living, amcomplete report of 
which will shortly he issued. There has 
béen’ an increase of nearly .19 per cent. 
within the last year and of 5 per cent. 
since March, 1920, the date of the 
board’s last survey. 

The board’s statement shows that in- 
creases between July, 1914, and July, 
1920, inthe cost of each er e five 
major items making up the family 
budget were-as follows: Food, 119 per 
cent.; shelter, 58 per cent.; clothing, 
166° per cent.; fuel, heat and light, 66 
per cent.; sundries, 85 per ¢ent. 


the cost of living made by the board,” 
the statement says, ‘‘ the information 


based was obtained-from a large num- 
ber of retail dealers in clothing and fuel 
and from brokers and others in close 
touch with the real estate situation. 
The. retail food price index numbers of 
the United States Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics were used in éstimating changes 
in the cost of that item. 


Incréaso“in Food Prices. 


‘*Retail food prices in June and July, 
1920, showed an identical increase above 
the pre-war level and represent an aver- 
age increase of 119 per cent above prices 
in the year 1913. Between Juty, 1919, 
ahd July, 1920, food prices increased 15 
per cent, the most marked rise within 
this period beginning’ in April, 1920, and 
continuing to June’ and July, in which 
months retail prices of food weré higher 
than any ever before. recorded by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 

‘‘The largest increases reported for 
food items between. July 1913, and July, 
1920, were as follows: Sugar 382 per 
cent., Potatoes 368 per cent., flour 164 
per cent., corn meal 133 per cent., rice 
114 per cent; bread 113 pert cent., ham 
112 per cent, lamb. 109 per cent., hens 
per cent., pork chops 101 per cent. 

“In July, 1920, sugar cost more than 
four and ‘three-quarters times.as “much 
as in July, 1913, potatoes more than 
four and a ha ‘times as much, flour 
more than two da one-half times as 
much, and corn meal approximately two 
and one-third.times as much. 

“* In thirty-five of the thirty-nine cities 
from ‘which retail prices of food have 
been collected. monthly since 1913, the 
aver retail cost -increased 100. per 
cent. or more. The’ largest increase re- 

ported was from Detroit, Mich.,- 138 
per cent., and the smallest was from Los 
Angeles, Cal., 95 per cent, 

Finds Rents Up 58 Per Cent. 
“The estimated incPease in rent of 
58 per cent. betweeen July, 1914; and 
July, 1920, is.based on figures received 
ffem 361 real estate boards and brokers, 
chambers of commerce and civic or- 
ganizations in practically all of the cities 
in the United States having a population 
of 50,000. or over and in a number of 
smaller places 

‘* Eighty-six ..cities reported increases 

more than 50° per cent. in rents be- 

tween July, 1914, and July, 1920, Among 
these were New York, Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia, Detrdit, Los Angeies, Pitts- 
burgh, Baltimore and Cleveland. On the 
other hand, in Boston, St. Louis and

‘The Canadian Trade Commissioner | 
in Argentina. in a recent-report to the 
Department of Trade and Commerce of 
Ottawa, says: ‘ One of the featurés of 
the last two months has been the re- 
sumption of imports from Germany, 
four steamers having arrived with 
cargoes from Hamburg. Among ¢he 
commodities arriving in thefirst con- 
signments are a number which should 
be of interest to Canadian manufac- 
turers. ‘These include toys, drugs, 
chemicals, glassware, electrical ma- 
chinery, paper, pianos, wire netting, 
iron piping, hardware in general, indus- 
trial machinery, wall paper, galvanized 
iron sheets, dry colors, sewing machines, 
fencing. wire, clocks, cardboard, type- 
writers, wooden handles and bottles. 

“On the other hand, Canada is in 
more than one respect in a better post- 
fion than it was a year ago to develop 
trade with Latin America.
